Referring to applicants' remarks on pages 2-3, applicants argued that Bahrs fails to disclose or suggest a "graph of objects for 
serialization" as claimed. The examiner disagrees for the same reasons as recited previously, and offers the following additional 
remarks: Bahrs is directed to serialization and deserialization of complex data structures (See Title). In object-oriented programming (as 
Bahrs is directed to), objects are hierarchically organized. That is, objects can be specified with parent-child relationships creating a tree- 
structure that has a root object and sub-objects. This tree structure is "a graph of objects" as claimed. In fact, Bahrs discloses such a 
structure in Figure 6 and its corresponding portions of the specification. The graphical objects serialized by Bahrs PlacementListener 
are objects specified in an object-oriented design framework, and are therefore subject to the same structure described above. Thus, 
serialization of these objects is in fact serialization of "a graph of objects" as claimed. . 
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
